Jamestown, the first American 
settlement, occupied the promin­ 
ent place in history for 90 y ears 
when it was decided to move to 
higher ground and in 1698 the 
settlement was established and 
the community a few miles west 
was named Williamsburg. 
The speaker, in her historic 
comments about this village, said 
that two things stand out today 
as most noteworthy —that of the 
establishment 
of 
the 
college, 
William and Mary and of the 
Brewton Parish Church. 
This town stood out as having 
been a leader in many things, 
such as having established the 
first theatre in 17 16, as well as 
being a leader in religious be­ 
liefs and with such statesmen 
as Washington, Patrick Henry , 
George Wy the and others in­ 
fluenced by such surroundings. 
It was in 17 14 th at Queen 
Mary ’s sister, Anne, ascended to 
the British throne. She was in­ 
terested in furniture and such 
q ualities-in England soon-spread 
across the seas to this country . 
Many historians, the speaker 
pointed out, believe th at Queen 
Anne did more to leave her mark 
on home life, making it colorful 
and charming, than she did to 
guide the destinies of the great 
empire.

conclusion

her 
twelve y ear reign began the 
golden age of English cabine 
makers — the Georgian period 
and among those inspired was 
Thomas 
Chippendale,

Washington, March 2 (ZP) — 
WPA officials authorized their 
state adm inistrators today to 
hire 500,000 more relief workers 
this month, to offset part of the 
unemploy ment 
increase 
a t­ 
tributed to the business reces­ 
sion. 
They acted as congress sent 
the $250,000,000 emergency re­ 
lief appropriation to President 
Roosevelt. 
Aubrey Williams, acting WPA 
administrator during the con­ 
valescence of Harry Hopkins, es­ 
timated th at the March in­ 
creases would pull up local en­ 
rollment from 15 to 25 per cent, 
depending on state needs. 
W ithout the new money , to be 
available as soon as Mr. Roose­ 
velt signs the measure, WPA 
rolls would have been curtailed 
by 500,000 between now and July 
i, Williams said, instead of be­ 
ing increased.

which 
reached 2,000,000 in February , 
will be open to 1,000,000 more 
persons than had been contem­ 
plated last y ear when congress 
allotted $1,500,000,000 for the 
twelve months.

slice of the new relief money , 
but added:

Washing ton, March 2 ( ^ —Re­ 
pu blican members of the Hou se 
Way s and Means committee con­ 
tended today the administration 
had forg ed into its tax rev ision 
bill a “political weapon” to at­ 
tack its ou tstanding foes in the 
bu siness world. 
The weapon, they said in a re­ 
port opposing the bill, is a pro­ 
posed “penalty tax ” on larg e-in- 
come corporations owned by fam­ 
ilies or a few indiv idu als. 
In addition, they called the 
measu re “v iciou s” and “iniqu it­ 
ou s,” declarng it wou ld continu e 
the principle of lev ies which 
they said hav e deepened the 
“Franklin D. Roosev elt depres­ 
sion.” 
The 
Repu blicans 
su bmitted 
their report to the hou se after 
the Way s and Means committee 
formally approv ed the leg islation 
by a party v ote of 17 to 7. 
Democratic c om m itt e e m e n 
were drafting a reply to the* min­ 
ority complaints in a report of 
their own. Some of them hav e 
asserted the bill wou ld stimu late 
bu siness by remov ing or chang ­ 
ing tax law prov isions that hav e 
resu lted in hardship and inequ i­ 
ties. 
The bill, schedu led for hou se 
debate tomorrow, wou ld: 
Lift the present 7 to 27 per 
cent u ndistribu ted profits tax 
from all corporations hav ing net 
incomes of $25,000 or less and 
impose on them 12y 2 to 16 per 
cent income tax . 
Place on most larg e-income 
corporations what in effect wou ld 
be a 16 per cent income tax , 
plu s a 4 per cent lev y on u ndis­ 
tribu ted profits. 
Impose on some of the larg er, 
closely -held corporations a 20 
per cent su rtax on income re­ 
maining after certain specific de­ 
du ctions are taken. 
Prov ide that on capital g ains 
realized on assets held more than

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SOCIAL SECURITY POLITICS 
If there Is any place in the country where ad­ 
ministration of the olcl age assistance program 
has suffered more from political manipulation 
than in Ok lahoma we hav e yet to hear of it. 
The criticism to be expressed of the Federal 
Social Security Board is that it delayed so long 
inv estigating conditions in the misletoe state, 
pronounced by the board’s own regional director 
some time ago as “a national scandal.” 
Ok lahoma was one of the “back ward” states 
in prov iding for its aged needy until the social 
security act was enacted, prov iding for federal 
grants up to 50 per cent of the state costs. If 
only half the stories hav e been coming out of 
Ok lahoma about the padding of the old age pen­ 
sion list and other ^creditable happenings are 
true, immediate and drastic action is called for, 
not only as a lesson to Ok lahoma, but also as a 
warning to other states. 
That pensions hav e been paid to dead men, 
that a butler greeted an inv estigator when he 
called at one pensioner’s home and that the 
mother of a $14,000-a-year baseball player was 
a beneficiary are among the things so far told 
the board. 
Thesa are isolated incidents and of 
minor moment Compared with what may be 
expected to follow. For instance, 13 counties are 
unofficially reported to hav e placed more per­ 
sons on pensions than those counties haJ res­ 
idents ov er 65 
as shown by the 1930 census. 
From $185,000 in September, 1936, when the sys­ 
tem went into effect, the monthly expenditure 
has risen to more than $1,000,000. The total 
pensioners, of nearly 70,000, represent 72 per cent 
of the state’s population of 65 and ov er in 1930. 
Not so long ago Gov ernor E. W. Marland, who 
aspires to the United States senate, harangued 
a large audience of aged in defense of the state’s 
administration in this fashion: “You’re not get-, 
ting as much as you deserv e. . . . I’v e got to hglp 
you, and you’v e got to help yourselv es. You’v e got 


strength. You can go to the tolls and v ote” How 
illuminating! 


PEEK BEHIND THE SCENES? 
If Philip Murray, head of the Steel Work ers’ 
Organizing Committee, is to be believ ed, Presi­ 
dent Roosev elt’s January statem ent against wage 
reductions was wrung from him by the CIO to 
influence the United States Steel Corporation to 
sign a new work ing agreement without disturb­ 
ing existing wage rates. When Mr. Murray said 
at Clev eland in crediting the CIO with hav ing 
“definitely stemmed the tide of wage degrada­ 
tion” is open to no other interpretation. 
The administration is represented as hav ing 
been subserv ient to the CIO. For, according to 
the Murray story, the administration was com­ 
mitted to a formula of reducing wages when 
steel production fell below 50 per cent and rais­ 
ing them when production rose abov e that lev el, 
which “foolish economic theory policy” the CIO 
forced it to abandon. The story is related with 
a good deal of circumstantial detail, going back to 
a declaration by Gov ernor Eccles of the Federal 
Reserv e Board of the inflationary danger of wage 
increases and shorter hours “when they retard 
and restrict production and cause price infla­ 
tion.” 
“We discussed that fallacious economic theory 
with Eccles,” states Mr. Murray, but the Federal 
Reserv e Board chairman apparently was not 
persuaded to change his v iews, for “despite this 
conference administrativ e leaders continued to 
adv ocate this policy.” 
Then came discussion 
“with the administration” and “finally we got 
a statement fro-*" the administration that it op­ 
posed wage cut.I. bu 
till recognized the necessity 
for price reductions.” The discussion “with the 
/ administration” was with the president, at least 
the statement was phrased to conv ey that impli-
